this city, who was in charge of the 
arrangements for the Third, annual 
convention of the 139th Field Artil- 
lery association gathering here. Ad- 
jutant General Smith praised Gener- 
al Aii'ltman as being a leadur among 
men and he was pointed out as be- 
ing one of the best commanders ever 
in charge of the Indiana post »t Ft.

CONGRESS IS MAIN ISSUE 


Court Must Decide Whether Investi- 


gation Committees Has Certain 


Powers
